The 41st Illinois Buttle Flag-Cornctlon. 


The battle nag of the 41st III. Regt. 


which was on exhibition at Curtis ft 
Bro.'s to-day, has caused much interest 
among the citizens ot Deoatur, as the 41st 
Illinois was the flrat regiment that went 
into camp at the fair grounds in July, 
1861. It wns made np of men trom Cen- 
tral Illinois, a Itirgo number from Macon 
county, and commanded by Col. I. C. 
Pngh and Ansel Tupper ot Deoatnr. The 
regiment will hold its annual reunion in 
Decatur the latter part ot September, in 
connection with the proposed Soldiers' 
Reunion. The blue flag was captured at 
Jackson, Miss, July 12tb, 1863 The flwt 
bearer shot down was Corporal Lewis B. 
Marsh, of do. B. Tbe last one who bore 
tbe banner was Corporal W. H. Lee. He 
was shot near tbe rebel works. In all 
there were five men who went down car- 
rying this banner. Corporal Marsh is 
the only one ot the five bearers living M 
far as known.

PRENTICE MULFORD. 


A Sketcli of an Oddity in Letters and 


Character. 


NEW YORK, June 21.—Prentice Mulford, 


whose portrait accompanies this sketch, is 
one of the oddest aud most interesting 
individualities among the people of the pen. 
Born and brougat up in a little seafaring 


town on Long Isl- 
and he is thorough- 
ly western in taste 
and character. Six- 
teen years of his 
life were passed iu 
California mining, 
and striving for 
financial succeis in 
o t h e r 
difficult 
^ ways. It was there 


that he developed 
hia talent for writ- 
ing, 
which 
ha* 


•ince mad* him so 
well known to jour- 
nalism. 
He was 


over thirty years old before he even thought 
of writing or dreamed that he nad either 
taste or ability in letters. While living in 
a withered little mining town in Tuolumne 
county, California, on a Sunday unler a 
pine tree, he wrote his first article for a 
newspaper. 
It described the annual fall 


ipree observed by the river miners on their 
dams being carried away by the autumn 
freshet. It brought strongly out the horri- 
ble consequences of getting over a spree. 
It 


was signed "Dogberry," and published by 
The Union Democrat. 


The edi or, not being deluged with able 


contributions as eastern editors are suspected 
of beini, wrote on for more of the same 
kind of literature. 
Mr. Mulford obligingly 


complied, aud for two years continued to 
furnish articles to Tho Democrat, which 
kept all that section of the state in a roar. 
He gamed a local reputation, and was made 
a candidate for the legislature, but didn't 
reach it. Col Joseph Lawrence, editor of 
The Golden Era, of San Francisco, noticed 
these ar.icle^, aud, being one of thoso in- 
frequent sou s -nho have a talent for recog- 
nizing talent, was struck by the originality 
and charm of this unknown writer's work, 
and -wrote him, offering him an editorial 
position on his paper. 


Mr. Bluiford accepted, left off pursuing 


the gold hunter's phantom at once and for- 
ever, and was soon the most famous news* 
paper man on the Pacific coast 
His humor 


was so fresh and novel that it pervaded thi 
country in extracts from his sketches and 
letters. It was not of the broad, presumptu- 
ous variety, wh.ch challenges the reader to 
"look out for something funny" in the nex* 
paragraph. It was delicate, and sprung up 
spontaneously in matter not heralded as 
humorous. 


It was on The Golden Era that Bret Harte 


began his literary career. He wag a typeset- 
ter in the office, and occasionally sent anon- 
ymous 
contributions down stairs.

Lawrence foira.ed him out and put the pen 
in his hand, 


Most persons were astonished when they 


met Mr. Mulford. Instead of the dashing as- 
sertive young fellow they had pictured, they 
found a man of rather grave presence, mod- 
est in manner to the point of timidity. 
He 


Salk» exceedingly well, though only when 
pushed forward by those who know his gifts 
as a conversationist. 
H.s naturallv retiring 


disposition prevents him from ever taking 
ihe lead voluntarily. 


A lady of ability and prominence who has 


cuown Prentice Mulford many years said of 
him. "He is the modestest aud most con- 
scientious m-in I ever kuew, as well as the 
most able intellectually." 


He has traveled much both In this country 


and abroad. He made a tour of the French 
provinces on foot, because he wanted to 
study the life of the common people. 
His 


tters descriptive of this trip were of extra-

v hose portrait accompanies this sketch, is 
one of the oddest aud most interesting 
individualities among the people of the pen. 
Born and hrougat up in a little seafaring 


town on Long Isl- 
and he is thorough- 
ly western in taste 
and character. Six- 
teen yeara of his 
life were passed In 
California mining, 
and striving for 
financial success in 
o t h e r 
difficult 


ways. It wa« there 
that be developed 
his talent for writ- 
ing, 
which 
ha* 


since mad* him to 
well known to jour- 
nalism. 
He wa» 


over thirty years old before he even thought 
of writing or dreamed that he bad eitber 
taste or ability in letters. While living in 
a withered little mining town in Tuolumna 
county, California, on a Sunday under a 
pine tree, he wrote his first article for a 
newspaper.

Mr. Mulford obligingly 
complied, aud for two years continued to 
fur.iish articles to Tho Democrat, which 
kept nil that section o£ the state in a roar. 
He gained u local reputation, and was made 
a candidate for the legislature, but didn't 
reach it.

It was on The Golden Era that Bret Harte 


»gan his literary career. Ho was a typeset- 
er in the office, and occasionally sent anon- 
•mous contributions down stairs.

Most persons were astonished when they 
let Mr. Mulford. Instead ot the dashing as- 
sertive young fellow they had pictured, they 
ound a man of rather grave presence, mod- 
it in manner to the point of timidity.
